Another Street Car Stable Tire of Lesser 


••vnitade at Cincinnati-Two Hun- 


dred Thousand Dollar* Lost. 


N»w YOKE, May 27,-3 L. M.—At half-past 


one o'clock this morning flfe was discov- 
ered in the car stables of the Belt Line 
railroad, occupying the (block bounded 
by

Fifty - fourth 


streets 
and 
Tenth 
and 
Eleventh 


avenues. 
The 
flre 
spread 
so 


quickly that In a few minutes the whole 
of the vast building was ablaze. The im- 
mense quantity of feed and other inflam- 
mable material supplied plenty ot fuel 
for the Barnes to work their will upon, 
which they did with disastrous effect. 


Three alarms were speedily sent out 


and two ambulance calls, because it was 
at first supposed that some lives were 
lost. This, however, so far as is known 
at present, is fortunately not the case. 


Fifteen hundred horses and four hun- 


dred cars, which were In the building at 
the time of the breaking out of the flre, 
were completely burned up. 


The flre rapidly spread across Eleventh 


avenue to a row of 
frame 
tenement 


houses, which burned up like matches. 
The whole 
block 
along 
Fifty-fourth 


street, between Tenth and Eleventh ave- 
nues, consisting also of tenement-houses, 
was completely gutted, and the flames 
ate their way through 
to 
Fifty-fifth 


street. 


The building was a flvo-story structure 


and covered a square block, reaching 
back to Eleventh avenue. 
The upper 


stories were occupied by the repair shops 
and combustible material, which blazed 
as soon as touched by flre. 


The offices were situated in the south, 


east corner. 
They were in flames so 


quickly that there was no chance to sava 
thn books of the company. 
Only ten 


horses and two cars were saved. 


At two o'clock the walls of the building 


fell in with a crash, sending millions of 
sparks and blazing pieces of wood high 
in the air. 


The call of the three sixes had been 


made as soon as the lire chief arrived at 
the scene, and engines from all parts ol 
the city, with the water tower and the 
and ladder companies, were rapidly com- 
ing. The heat from the burning building 
was so great that several firemen and 
two policemen were prostrated.

The 
streets in the vicinity for blocks away were 
filled with frightened, crying and woe- 
stricken tenants fleeing from the ravage1 
of the flames. The fire attracted thou 
sands of awe-stricken spectators. 


The loss to the Belt Line people is prob-
